On the 6/12/42 r- Emm. Zervas, Gerassimos Keilitsis. Michael 
Laoudis, Stavros Grigoropoulos .were executed on the 6 / 12/424

cause a german soldier had been wounded. 

In July 1G43, in Alsos Pbxi^.atio.u (Athens), 10 men v/ere 
being taken to the execution ground, on their way thei’e, one of 
them succeeded in escaping. The German .guards immediately arres- 
ted a pedestrian whom they executed in order to complete' the 
number of 10. . The' Athens Metropolitan Bishop, protested to the 
German authorities for this, who neventheless admitted the action 
taken by the guards as justified. 



L^?ii)EF\S The Germans after the surrender of the Italian guand 

of Levadia on the 10/9/42, arrested all inhabitants 
aged 15 and on without any exception and shooting anybody 
attempting to resist or escape. They, thus killed student Pele^ 
kanos or Kallcoutas. 

Five peasants, sitting on the porch of Aghios Geor- 
gios church were attacked by a German patrol and Ivliltiadis 
Eotirhenas, landov/ner-, who attempted to escape was killed. 

The other 4 locked up in a house together with the 80 year old 
owner 5 and killed v/ith grenades 

Kadi and Z^hora quarters of Levadia tov/n were bumt 
to the ground. 

On the 14/9/43, 30 peasants from a village near Leva- 
dia were arrested as hostages and one of them v/as .executed. 

In September 1943, German detachments attacked Villia 
village which they looted, burning msomy houses. Manj'' innocent 
peasants v/ere executed on the spot. The number of victims and 
names is not yet knov/n. 

S Barrister ilaritona Papadimitriou v/as sentenced 
by the German Martial Court of Athens to 10 years 
imprisonment for spying. Together v/ith a priest they were tor- 
tured so much that on the third day their hair turned v/hiteV 

Emmanuel Priftis v/as arrested v/ith 9 of his comrades 

at Liopossi (Attiki) in JunO 1941 and were detained 
for 30 days in the Averoff prisons, Athens j for having cut Ger- 
man telephone wires. 

7 persons were arrested on the 1V12/41 for attempt-' 
ing to escape to the li.E. Papagrigoralcis , leader of the group 
v/as beaten and tortured. 

lirs. Papadopoulos was arrested in Athens and sent to 
prison during 1943, because a wii-^less set was found in her 
house. Another 8 women are being held in the same prisons. 

The following were arrested in Athens in October 1943 
1) VatikiotiSj head of a. department of the Llinistry of Foreign 
Affairs and hxs wife 2) Vas. G-oumas, shipowner, released 20 days 
later. Mrs. Vatikiotis, is detained in the v/omen^s isolation pri 
sons. 

Some 200 civilians were arrested in the Galasti 
quarter of Athens in October 1943, because 4 German soldiers 
v/ere found murdered. A few days later, they v/ere released be- 
cause it was proved that the 4 Germans v/ere killed daring an 
engeigement. 

^ In October 1941 a German patrol at Liopessi 
(Attiki) , ill-treated the 3 daughters of hara- 
lajnbos Hounta, because a light was showing from their rooms 
at night . ’ 

Lykidis and W. Korakis, tram driver v/ere beaten 
mercilessly by 2 geiman soldiers in November 1941, in Athens, 
because they refused to take the germans to their base after 
all passengers had got off the tram. 

In December 1941, a German soldier kicked a 
Greek invEilid in Pireaus, wounding him severely- because he tried 
to enter the tram through the door in v/hich the German was 
standing. 

On the 28/12/41. dg^Pireaus, a German 2nd/Lt, 
beat a young child because it plcmp a sweet which had been 
throv/n before the german's feet. 

On the 3/2/43, at Perama (Pireaus) a geiman 
soldier v/ounded a worker with a M.G. because he cut wood for 
his use.

750 Oi. the inhabitants of the village escaped to the mountains. 
Only the old or unfit remained in the village and were all killed 
by the Germans. 

Bptal-ofos village (Ano Aghoriani) suffered the same 
fate. 600 inhabitants escaped to the mountains. 36 old and sick 

v;ho remained behind v/ere killed by the Germans.

Amongst 
them v/ere 4 v/omen. and a child 11, who was executed together v/xth 
nxs father.

r. ^ d plundering the villages. In Voulgharalci village, Bulgarian sol^ 
diers entered the house of a young man v/no v/as a raemocr of a Cuerilla^ 
organisation and raped his sister. The father tried to resist and sc 
the Bulgarians cut his ears off. 

^Bulgarian troops on entering HaUcidLki (30/9/43) encircled 
Pertes village (Kassandra) in order to search for hidden arms. ’--a3*y 
inliabitarrts were imprisoned in spite ’bf the fact that no arms were 
found. 

On the 5/1^43, 46 inliabitants of leirLsson O-a.llcidiki) vil^ 
lege v/ere arrested by a Bulgerian patrol for infringing the curfew 
hours. Amoi^st them are Filipcs l.iattas and loan, Pana^'^ottou, They 
v/ere gd nfined in a house v/hore they were beaten mercilessly. On- the 
next day they v/ere aJLl released except x'or one who was sent to prison.
